ASHINGTON, March 14.—[Ex- 
W clusive Dispatch.) The direct 

statement was made today that 
representatives of the transcontitnental 
railroads in Washington are at the 
last moment trying to defeat the Pan- 
ama Canal project, either by getting 
a sufficient number of votes against it 
to prevent its ratification next Tues- 
day, when it is voted upon in the Sen- 
ate, or else by baving an amendment 
put on, which can be done by a ma- 
jority vote, amending section 23 in 
such a way as to give the United States 
perpetual ownership of the strip of 
territory through which the canal will 
run. It is claimed that an amendment 
of this kind would be fatal to the 
treaty, as it would not be accepted by 
the republic of Colombia. 

Whether the railroads are trying to 
kill the treaty or not, there was an 
enormous crop of opposition reports 
in Washington all day today. It was 
declared that Senator Aldrich had for- 
saken the treaty and that he would 
take over with him a considerable 
number of Republican members who 
would kill ratification. 

Senator Aldrich himself would not 
say whether he had deserted the treaty 
or not, but his friends in the Senate 
said he had done no such thing, but 
would vote for its ratification without

er advantages and ought to 
bé thoroughly investigated before the 
United States commits itself to any 
canal policy.

FIFTY- -EIGHTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March l4.—Without 
transaction of any business in open ses- 
sion, the Senate today, went into exec- 
utive session. Previous to the closing 
of the doors, the official stenographers 
and all the employés of the official re- 
porter's office were sworn to secrecy, 
and when the doors were losed one of 
the reporters was invited into the cham- 
ber to make a detailed report of the 
proceedings, with the understanding 
that it should be published after the 
vote on Tuesday next. 

Senator Spooner began his speech 
on the Panama canal treaty, in reply 
to Senator Morgan, as soon as the 
doors were closed. Departing some- 
what from his usual directness, Mr. 
Spooner introduced his remarks with 
a series of complimentary allusions to 
Senator Morgan, in which he touched 
upon Mr. Morgan's great familiarity 
with all questions pertaining to an in- 
ter-oceani: canal, as well as his gen- 
erally acknowledged interest in that 
subject. He spoke of the magnitude 
of the work of constructing a canal 
across the isthmus and expressed the 
opinion that the United States would 
soon enter upon the work Which, he 
said, he believed would meet with the 
approval of a vast majority of the peo. 
ple of the United States. 

Much of his speech was in its 
character and was devoted to s taining 
the point of view presented by Attor- 
ney-General Know in his report upon 
the tit which the Panama Canal Com- 
pany is capable of giving to the 
canal property and franchises. He ex- 
pressed the view that there could be 
no doubt that this company has come 
legitimately into possession of the gov- 
eriment con esston, and he said that 
having so acquired the property, it has

HERRAN'S CREDENTIALS. 

Senator Spooner took issue with Sen- 
ator Morgan as to the necessity of 
making inquiry into the credentials of 
Sefior Herran, who was Colombia's 
representative in the negotiation of 
the treaty with this country, saying 
that such a proceeding on the part of 
one country in negotiation with an- 
other would be most extraordinary, and 
that it would certainly be resented. He 
contended that one country, in making 
a treaty with another, must recog- 
nize the de facto government of the 
other, and that it could not enter upon 
inquiry as to the origin and constitu- 
tionality of the other government, 

NO RELIGION IN IT. 


He also made reply to Senator Mor- 


gans references to the religious alia- 
tions of the Colombian government. 
Senator Morgan had contended that 
the United States had practically al- 
lied itself with the church party in 
Colombia, and that it had in effect 
committed itself to the terms of the 
concordat between Pope Leo and the 
Colombian government. This view Mr. 
Spooner characterized as entir®ly con- 
trary to the facts. He said that un- 
det the treaty there would be no pre- 
text for the interference of the Colom- 
bian authorities with the religious con- 
duct or affiliations of Americans in 
the canal zone. He ridiculed the idea 
that by making a treaty with the gov- 
ernment the United States could thus 
be accused of taking a position against 
the minority party, or the party not 
in power, with which the agreement 
was made, and said that if a stricture 
of that kind was applicable in the 
present case, it would apply to our re- 
lations with many other countries, 
whose people are adherents of the 
Catholic faith. 
TITLE PERFEQTLY GOOD. 

In his discussion of the title to the 
Panama Canal Company, Senator 
Spooner traced the history of the pro- 
ceedings concerning the canal conces- 
sion in the French courts. Beginning 
with the transference of the original 
concession to M. De Lesseps, in 1879, 
he showed now, in 1888, when the com- 
pany opposed to De Lesseps had been 
involved, the courts intervened, and 
after appointing liquidators, had Au- 
thorized the organization of a new 
company, which is the company from 
which the United States secures its 
title. 

Mr. Spooner contended for the regu- 
larity of every step taken, and tWlere- 
fore urged that the claim of title was 
perfectly good. 

Senator Spooner claimed that the 
United States would have an indis- 
putabie right to fortify the canal un- 
der the general provision of the treaty 
authorizing its defense.

Mr. Spooner closed at 5:6 o'clock, 
after speaking for just five hours. Re 
was followed by Senator Depew, who 
read a written speech supporting the 
treaty as in the interest of the people 
of the entire country. He referred to 
the criticiam that the canal would be 
injurious to the railroad interests of tue 
country, and said as a railfoad man 
and making claim to special knowledge 
on that subject, he was thoroughly con- 
vinced that such would not be the case. 

DBMOCRATIC AMENDMENTS. 

Senator Bacon offered the following 
amendments to the treaty, being a sub- 
stitute for article 23, to which the 
Democratic Senators take exception: 

“The government of the United States 
shall have and exercise the exclusive 
right to provide and enforce such 
means and measures as it may deem 
advisable and necessary for the regula- 
tion and management of the canal and 
for the safety and protection thereof 
and of the ships that make use of the 
said canal and the railways and other 
works within said zone, including ail 
cargoes and freights and other prop- 
erty connected with the construction, 
maintenance and operation of said 
canal and the use thereof, and for the 
accomplishment of these ends and for 
the enforcement and maintenance of 
peace and order within said sone and 
for the protection of said property and 
of the lives and persons of those em- 
ployed upon the canal, railway and 
other works or engaged in the use 
thereof, the United States shall employ 
such force as may by it be deemed 
necessary, and to this end shall have 
the right at all times and in its dis- 
cretion, to furnish police and land 
naval forces for these purposes.

MORGAN'S AMENDMENTS. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Senator 
Morgan, in executive session today, 
submitted a number of amendments to 
the Panama Canal treaty, in addition 
to those he has offered heretofore. 
Among the more important of Senator 
Morgan's proposed amendments, in- 
cluding those offered today, are the 
following: 

Article III is amended so as to give 
the United States perpetual right to 
the canal tract, and the right to for- 
tify the same. Article III as amended 
accords to the United States the right 
to fortify the group of small islands in 
the bay of Panama. 

The amendment to Article XI pro- 
vides that the United States shall have 
control of the admission of persons to 
permanent residence in the canal zone. 
Another amendment provides that the 
government of Colombia engage to 
protect, defend and fully indemnify the 
United States against all incumbrances 
and valid claims against the property 
to be conveyed to the United States 
under the treaty. 

Article XXII is amended so as to pro- 
vide that should it become neressary 
to employ armed forces for the safety 
and protection of the canal, the gov-

When Cuba and United States Ratify 
Reciprocity Treaty, Germany Will 
Ask Each for Identical Privileges— 
Give and Take Policy. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A™M.] 


BERIAN. March 14.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Germany. as soon as the reci- 
procity treaty between Cuba and the 
United States is ratified, will ask boc 
the Cuban and the United States gov- 
ernments for identical privileges. It is 
also intimated that other governments 
intended to request the same treatment. 

While annoyed at the prospect of the 
United States trade having lower tar- 
iffs in Cuba than that of Germany, no 
one purposes that even a col ective pro- 
test on the part of the continental 
countries would cause the United 
States or Cuba to recede: But Ger- 
many’s position is to be defined clearly, 
so that the United States may not con- 
plain when Germany gives, other na- 
tions preferential treatment. 

The principle which the Germans lay 
down in entering upon correspondence 
concerning new treaties is “give and 
take. The most favored-nation theory 
is really abandoned. Special conven- 
tions are to be drawn up to fit in the 
situations. This principle seems to be 
accepted by Rusia, Austria and Italy. 
and the trade policies are to rest upoa 
the reciprocity idea. 

What is the subject of some concern 
here is that should the Cuban treat, 
be accepted and found to work well 
similar treaties may be arranged, by 
the United States with Mexico, Brazil 
and Argentina, ultimately resu ting in 
the United States obtaluing inonopo 
of all the South and ende American 
markets.

lence under a penalty of $10,000. 

In the complaint of the company, at- 
tached to the writ, an attachment to 
the amount of $25,000 is ordered placed 
upon the property of the defendants, 
The list of the defenlant employés is 
headed with the name of W. J. Bar- 
rett, president of the local unwn of the 
Amalgamated Union of Street Railway 
Employés of America. 

The complaint declares that men in 
the plaintiffs empiocy were abused and 
assaulted with clubs andrevolvers, and 


that some persons in sympathy, or 
connected with the defendants, have 
murdered, or caused to be murdered, 
a policeman engeged im the per- 
formance of his duties. and that the 
bur ness of the company wil! be ruined 
if the alleged conspiracy is continued.

GIGANTIC SHOPS. 


TO EQUIP BIG RAILROADS.

CHICAGO, March 14.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] Owing to Inability to get 
new equipment as rapidly as demanded, 
many big railroad systems have de- 
cided to bulld their own locomotives 
and cars in the future.

RS. HULL A WITNESS 
AT BURDICK INQUEST.

FIRE OF DISTRICT ATTORNEY DOES 
NOT CONFUSE HER. 3 
Family Physician Was Anxious to 
Have Dr. Howland Declare it a Case 


of Suicide, but the Latter Found 
it Impossible.

BUFFALO (N. Y.) March. 14.—Four 
witnesses were examined today, at the 
opening of the inquest into the death 
of Edwin L. Burdick. They were Dr. 
Howland, expert medical examiner, 
who was one of the first three to see 
the body of Burdick on the morning 
after the murder; Detective Holmgund, 
one of the headquarters men who vis- 


the murder, and Maria Hull, Burdick's 
mother-in-law, and Maggie Murray. 
cook in the Burdick household, the 
two women who discovered Burdick 
lying dead in his den. 

The most important witness was Mra. 
Hull. She is a little woman with a 
nervous but resolute face, blue eyes 
and gray hair. She was dressed in 
black and wore a long mourning veil, 
fastened well back from her forehead. 
Although she is 64 years of age, she 
stood two hours under severe exam- 
ination by Mr. Coatsworth with re- 
markable coolness. Her answers were 
given in a calm tone, excepting now 
and then, when her voice took on a pe- 
cullar ring. She took smelling salts oc- 
casionally, but never became 

Only one wit at a time was ad- 
mitted into the courtroom. 

Dr. Howland, assistant medical ex- 
aminer, was the first witness. He 
handed to Judge Murphy the report of 
the medical examiner on the death of 
Burdick, which stated the cause of the 
death. 

“Under the law we are compelled to 
hold this inquest,” said Judge Mur- 
phy. “We charge no one with this 
crime. The purpose of this investiga- 
tion is to lay this crime, if possible, at 
the door of someone.” 

“Dr. Howland was examined by Dist.- 
Atty. Coateworth. He said he had 
been summoned to the Burdick home 
by telephone on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 27. Dr. W.-H. Marey met him 
at the door and told him “that some- 
thing had been going on there, and 
that Mr. Burdick was dead.“ 

am not sure, continued Dr. How- 
land, “but I think he told me that he 
was not certain whether it was mur- 
der or suicide. He asked me to make 
it out as a case of suicide if possible, 
as there had been a good deal of gos- 
sip in the neighborhood respecting 
the relations existing between Mr. and 
Mrs. Burdick.” 

The witness said he then examined 
the body and told Dr. Marcy that it 
was impossible to entertain the sul- 
cide theory, for a minute. Asked to 
what further conversation he had with 
Dr. Marcy, the witness said the for- 
mer told him of the divorce proceed- 
ings in the Burdick family. 

Dr. Howland stated that he found 
a tuft of hair on the couch. He was 
of the opinion that it was longer than 
Rurdick's hair. From the condition 
of the body he was of the opinion 
that Burdick was killed about 2 o'clock, 
This is regarded as important, as it 
would tend to nullify the statements 
made to the District Attorney by Offi- 
cers Meyer and Reid regarding the 
“lone woman.” 

In reply to another question, an 
affirmative answer to which would 
have shown that a woman had been 
in the room, the doctor gave a negative 
reply. 

Detective Holmgund destribed the 
acenes in the den, and related the con- 
versation he had with one of the 
maids. The witness also had a talk 
with Dr. Marcy. The doctor, he said, 
gave him the impression that he 
wanted the matter kept secret. 

Mrs. Hull. mother of Mrs. Burdick, 
was the next witness. She said that 
her daughter was at Atlantic City 
on the night of the murder. Mrs. Bur- 
dick was last at home on December 23 
of last year, and left on that date for 
Niagara Falls, from where she went 
to New York. After the murder the 
witness telegraphed her daughter: 
“Come home: Mr. Burdick is dead.” 

At one point of the examination Mr. 
Coatsworth handed Mrs. Hull a photo- 
graph of the den, with the body of 
the murdered man lying on the couch 
covered as Dr. Marcy had found it. 
Mr Hull took the photograph with- 
out #0 much as the t of her 
hands, and looked at it Intently and 
calmly Then she discussed the pic- 
ture, Tha pointed out the familiar ob- 
jects, 

Mr. Coateworth's examination was 
conducted all through with the evi- 
dent purpose of breaking down the 
witness. He kept the photograph be- 
fore her for many minutes.

If America has a moneyed aristoc- 
racy John L. Rockefeller must be 
pretty well up in the peerage; but there 
is absolutely nothing in his appearan-e, 
manner or conduct at Hotel Green to 


distinguish him from the common 
herd unless it be his preternaturally 
bald head, upon which he does not 


wear a diamond’ tiara, neither a wig. 

As for diamonds, he doesnt sport 
any at all. 

He and Mrs. Rockefeller come into 

breakfast at an unfashionably early 
hour—the Standard Oil magnate well 
ahead, and stepping with solemn mein 
as if he felt the soft pile of the church 
aisle carpet under his feet. He wears 
a plain coat and an expression of con- 
tent, and his wife isn't given to gen- 
gaws. 
There may be joy in hig heart; but 
if being the rishest man in the world 
is a cause for bubbling satisfaction, 
John D. Rockefeller doesn't yubbie 
worth a cent. 

A @ittie later, Dr. Biggar, Mr. Rocke- 
felier's private physician, hurries in, 
just brim full of kindly feeling and 
exuberant with the joy of living. Miss 
Spelman and Miss Prentiss join the 
family party later, at a table in the 
center of the hotel dining-room-—a 
simple, unpretentious group—ihe cyno- 
sure of all eyes. 

Necks are stretched, lorgnettes go up 
and gold bowed glasses are given an 
extra polish that a clear glimpse of 
the royalty of riches may be ob- 
tained. 

In spit® of the reports concerning 
the state of Mr. Rockefeller’s stomach, 
he seems to be on pretty good terms 
with it; makes a hearty breakfast of 
cereals, sirloin steak, creamed pota- 
toes, soft boiled eggs, hot rolls and 
other ‘“fixins’’’—anything on the bill 
that suits his fancy. Tea and coffee 
he takes very weak, but buttermilk 
and lacteal fluid in any form he drinks 
ad libitum.

Jammed Against the Controller of an 


Electric Car at Sherman—Spine Was 

Injured. 

W. Sentnorman, a machinist recently 
from Illinois, was seriously hurt at 
Sherman last night while standing on 
the rear platform of a Los Angeles- 


Diplomats of Mexico and the United 
States soon may be called upon to use 
their offices in adjusting questions of 
international importance that have 
arisen in Los Angeles, and that have 
been taken before the Mexican govern- 
ment for consideration. 

One of these questions ts the killing 
of Francisco Lopez, a Mexican subject, 
by Policeman Sherman Baker; the 
other, the alleged injustice suffered by 
several hundred Mexican peons, who 
are employed in railroad construction 
in this city and throughout Southern 
California. 

Gen. Andrade, Mexican Consul at 
Los Angeles, is now at the City of 
Mexico, and, while his errand is said 
to be of a private mature, he will lay 
before his government the questions 
that now are the chief interest of his 
countrymen in the United States. 

One thing that Gen. Andrade will ad- 
vocate is the placing of a fund at his 
disposal to be used in assisting Mex!i- 
can subjects, who become involved in 
difficulty, either through ignorance of 
the laws of this country, or through 
mistaken arrest or accusation of crime. 

Friends of the family of Lopes, 
who was mortally wounded while flee- 
ing from an officer, have taken the 
matter up with the Mexican govern- 
ment, through Gen. Andrade, and the 
Minister of Foreign Relations of Mex- 
ico will be urged to present a claim 
for indemnity to the State Department 
at Washington. Their claim will de 
based on the allegation that the man's 
life was taken without use, and 
that the United States sheuld compen- 
sate his family for the! they have 
suffered. In this respect the case re- 
sembles that in which the Italian gov- 
ernment collected a large amount from 
the United States for the death of a 
number of subjects of Italy in the 
“Mafia” riots at New Orleans several 
years ago. 

The manner in which the alleged i 
treatment of peons will be handled is 
not so plain, but those who have in- 
terested themselves in this case, say 
it probably will result in a request 
from the Mexican government upon 
the State Department to investigate 
the method in which the large body 
of Mexicans was brought across the 
border. An effort to have the hun- 
dreds of men, women and children de- 
ported, may be made, on the ground 
that they are in this country through 
violation the imm wa.

GAINST SOCIETY. 

In discussing the labor union 
methods of the present day, the Phila- 
delphia Record, 4 newspaper which, has 
“the courage Of its convictions,’ points 
out the fact that the victims of boycotts 
“are a large part of the community, 
and usually a great majority, for the 
strikers are generally a small part of 
the population in which they live.” The 


Record further says: 


4 “The process is savage and utterly in- 


defensible. Most of the victims are not 
parties to the controversy in any sense. 
A grocer is threatened with the loss 
of business, or damage to his property, 
or personal violence, for selling food 
to a doctor who has attended the child 
ofa ‘scab.’ A milk dealer who sup- 
plies food to the children of a man who 
ise working when there is a #trike is 
hung in effigy. and all of his customers 
are threatened if they do not cease 


buying of him. A workman rides ma 


street car and his employers are threat- 
ened if they do not discharge him, and 
the workman himself is probably 
stoned, his wife and children insulted 
and his home may be destroyed. 
“These are not the methods of the 
old trade unionism, where the comntro- 
verey was with the employer, and the 
subject was wages or hours. They are 
the methods of the newer labor union- 
ism, which is socialistic, which secks 
to array wWwage-earners in the mass 
agains: the rest of the community, and 
in whose controversies wages and hours 
are merely incidental; the real purpose 
being the solidification of the wage- 
‘earners into one body. to be wielded by 
a dictator against society as a whole.” 
These conclusions are strictly in line 
with the view which The Times has 
steadily maintained, that the warfare 
waged by modern trade-enionism is in 
effect a w fare against the general 
public, or against “society as a whole. 
This warfare is confessedly directed 
against non-unionists. In the nature of 
things. the vast majority of the people 
are non-unionists, and must always 
remain so. If everybody belonged to 
a trade union, there would be no chance 
for trade unionists to obtain the special 
advantages and privileges which they 
now seek at the expense of the com- 
munity at large. In other words, there 
would be no community at large upon 
which organized unionists could prey, 
for everybody would be in the organ!- 
zation. 
| Again, all forms of lawlessness are 
| against society—against the common 
weal. Most of the trade union leaders 
| are professiona! fomentors of strife, and 
| Jjawlessness is an almost certain accom- 
| paniment of industrial strife. The con- 
| stant recurrence 47 5 and law- 


lessness, in variou@ forms, which have 
come to be recogni as an almost in- 
separable feature of strikes, tends to 
cause disrespect for the laws so per- 
sistently violated. The only way to in- 
sure respect for the law is to enforce 
it. And it will not be respected as It 
ought to be until! it is enforced with 
entire impartiality. 

There is undoubtedly a growing dis- 
respect for law in this country, and ii 
is clearly traceable, in a large decree, 
to the industrial brolls which are al- 
most constantly in progress, and in the 
course of which the law is habitually 
violated, while punishment is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. This is in- 
deed a deplorable state of affairs, and 
in the tendency which it fosters there 
is grave danger to society.

QUESTIONABLE BILL. 

A bill has been passed, in the 
closing days of the Legislature, which 
appears to be objectionable, or at 
least questionable. It is Senate Bill 
No. 634, introduced by Senator Short- 
ridge, and abolishes the present Hor- 
tieultural Commission. 

At present the State Board of Hort!- 
culture consists of nine members, 
seven representing the seven herticul- 
tural districts into which the State is 
divided, two belng appointed for the 
State at large. The members are sup- 


posed to be representative fruit grow- | 


ers. They eerve without compensa- 
tion, other than their actual traveling 
expenses for attending two meetings 
each year. The board has the selec- 
tion of two officers, the secretary and 
the chief quarantine officer, the latter 
position being at present efficiently 
filled by Alexander Craw, formerly of 
Los Angeles, who has the confidence 
of the horticulturists of the State. 

The bill provides for one chief hor- 
ticultural officer, with a clerk, whose 
headquarters are to be at Sacramento, 
and a deputy, with headquarters in 
San Francisco. Most of the work of 
the board has hitherto been done in 
San Francisco, consisting of quaran- 
tining infested fruit, tregs, plants, 
ten, and preventing the igtroduction 
of diseased stock. Moreover, this work 
requires the constant services of more 
than one man, if it is to be effective. 
The bill requires the quarantine offi- 
cer to secure the approval of the Gov- 
ernor of all rules and regulations nec- 
essary to prevent the introduction of 
infested stock into the State. This 
might be inconvenient, where quick 
action is necessary. It would be nec- 
essary for the quarantine officer at San 
Francisco to obtain the consent of 
the Governor before he could prevent 
the landing of any infested plants and 
trees, and meantime, such stock might 
find entrance and be widely distributed. 

Unless the Governor has good rea- 
sons for doing otherwise, it would 
seem to be the part of wisdom for him 
to refuse to sign this-dill. Or, In case 
he should sign it, a horticultural! offi- 
cer should be appointed immediately, 
as from the moment the bill becomes 
@ law the horticultural interests of the 
State are deprived of protection from 
insect and other pests, until a new 
official is appointed. 


AUSES OF CRIME. 

A few days ago, under the head- 
ing “Whither Are We Drifting.” The 
Times commented upon the alarming 
increase in crimes of all kinds that 
has been witnessed in the United States 
of late. Even a mode! community like 
Los Angeles has not by any meang 
been free from this epidemic of law- 
vreaking, due, undoubtedly. in great 
measure to the fact that this is an at- 
tractive resort, not only for good citi- 
zens, but for those who prey upon the 
public. The question is certainly ao 
most serious one, and should engage 
the earnest attention of all patriotic 
citizena. 

When we come to tnquire as to the 
reason for this unpleasant prevalence 


ot crime. it is dificult for the close ob- 


server of social conditions to avold the 
conclusion that it is, as The Times 
has previously suggested, largely due 
to the lack of proper training received 
by the youthful American. We have 
schools and colleges of all kinds ga- 
lore, some of them paid for by the 
State, and others established by pri- 
vate munificence. These institutions 
are more or less successful in training 
the brains of young people. and usually. 
less successful in preparing them for 
the battle of life, but how much at- 
tention is paid therein to the training 
of the moral faculties, the cultivation 
of which is indispensable, if the 
young man is to grow up as a good and 
useful citizen of the republic? It might 
be sald that such training should prop- 
erly be given in the family, but here 
again we are confronted by the fact 
that, in a large majority of cases, 
American parents are too much occu- 
pied with business or social cares to 
find time to devote to the proper train- 
ing of the children whom they. have 
brought into the world. Even when 
they do attempt something in this line 
there is usually too much tendency in 
this country to overlook the necessity 
of instilling into the young mind the 
duty of respect and obedience to elders 
and superiors, while traits that would 
more properly be characterized as in- 
pudence are referred to with an in- 


d@uigent mile as amusing examples of 


youthful independence and “cuteness.” 
Hence the average young American 
grows up and goes out into the world 
without any conception of the qual- 
ities of respect and obedience. Never 
having been taught how to obey, he 
finds it difficult, when responsibilities 
ure placed upon him, to properly com. 
mand. Thus he makes a failure al! 
along the line, adding one more to the 
large crowd of dissatisfied who rall at 
society, because they have never been 
properly fitted to take their places in 
the social organization, where it must 
always be a question of give or take, 
unlees we are to revert tot the condition 
ot savagery, and the rule of might-- 
“The good old rule. the simple plan, 
That he shall keep who has the power; 
That he shall get who can.” 

The moral of this Is that {t would be 
wise for us to devote a little leas at- 
tention to children’s heads, and a little 
more to their hearts. 

Another cause for the alarming preva- 
lence of crime mag de found in the 
feverish anxiety of everybody now- 
adays in this country ‘to get rich, at 
whatever cost. The «@iice given by 
that white sepuichre, Lord Chester- 
field, to his son, “Get money my son, 
honestiy if you can, but get money,” 
is taken as the rule of life by far too 
many people nowadays. “The accursed 
thirst for gold” threatens to undermine 
our social fabric, unless some reason- 
able check can be placed thereon. 

It is not merely the praiseworthy de- 
sire to obtain a competence, so that 
one's clowring days may he devoid of 
care, and ones family reasonably pro- 
vided for, but to pile up an immense 
fortune, such as was unheard of by our 
fathers. No articles in the papers are 
more ereedily read than those which 
describe how some man has made an 
immense sum of money by a lucky 
stroke on the stock market. in game- 
bling, in a lottery, or something of that 
kind. No glittering bait attracts so 
many suckers as the advertisements of 
the “get-rich-quick” swindlers, who 
hold out the prospect of impossible 
profits on a small investment. The man 
who plods on from day to day. and 
makes a comfortable living, is regarded 
with something akin to contempt, 
while the ewindler who accumulates 
millions at the expense of widows and 
orphans and other credulous victims 
is looked at by far too many people 
with concealed envy and admiration, 
that is to say, ff he is successful.

propriate. It is a good thing to hold 
up successful men as models to the 
young, provided always that their suc- 
cess han been attained through legiti- 
mate channels. Better, however, far, 
to alng the pralses of a man who, 
though unsuccessfu,, has preserved his 
honesty and his Integrity, rather than 
to emblazon the doings aad sayings of 
one who has ridden rough-shod over the 
rights of his fellows, in acquiring a 
| large fortune. Let us not fall into the 
error of supposing that only he is gullty 
who Is found out, or who fails. 
; ‘Yet another cause of the great preva- 
lence of crime nowadays may undoubt- 
edly be found in the lax enforcement 
of our laws, and in the faulty systems 
of punishment for crime. There are too 
many tricks and devices known to 
shrewd lawyers by which the sword of 
justice may be averted, or blunted, 
when it threatens the neck of a wealthy 
lau breaker. This, again, naturally 
leads to an increasing contempt for the 
law and all that itimplies. Again, after 
a man has been sentenced for crime— 
perhaps a first offense, committed in 
the heat of passion—the chances are 
that he is incareprated among a lot of 
hardened criminals, where no attempt 
is made at reform, so that at the end 
of his term he is likely to come out of 
the penitentiary a worse man and a 
greater danger to society that he 


went in. 
This question is certainly one de- 
serving of the most serious and 


thoughtful consideration on the part of 
all who would see their country con- 
tinue to be great and prosperous. It is 
far more important than the questions 
of the liquor traffic, the social evil, or 
the trusts. Not that they are trivial, 
— any means, but they are only phases 
of the greater evil of lawbreaking in 
general, which appears to threaten this 
country just now with something of the 
virulence of the bubonic piagye.

Fruit Must Be Moved in Large Bunches 
for the Balance of the Season—Room 
fer Improvement in Prices—Grape 
Fruit Selling First Rate. 


Some darkness is to be discerned in 
the future of the orange market, as 
far as the coming months of the active 
‘shipping season are concerned. Cheap 
applies throughout the East, with at 
least half of the orange crop here still 
o move, are the discouraging ele- 
ments. 

The total shipments of citrus fruit 
out of Southern California, up till Fri- 
day night, were 8350, of which amount 
7373 carloads were oranges and 977 car- 
loads were lemons. For the same 
period last year a few more than 8338 
carloads had been moved, of which 
amount 626 carloads were lemons. 

From the above figures, it will be 
observed that the shipments this sea- 
son are less than 400 carloads behind 
last year’s output for the same 
period. If the crop is to be more than 
20,000 carloads—some estimate it at 
22,000—there remains an immense 
amoum of fruit to be moved during the 
nent three months. Uniess this fruit 
fs moved promptly, it Will go to waste, 
as ft cannot be kept prime bere in- 
definitely, whereas, if it is moved rap- 
idly, there will be overstocking of the 
P 

Such are the arruments ot those wh 
take a gloomy view of the orange sit- 
uation, and maintain that the general 
‘outiook for better prices is bad. It is 
reported that already some shippers 
have iced a few cars, and as the warm 
Weather comes on this will be more 
arid more necessary, adding to the ex- 
pense account. 

Shipments of the past week have 
been rather light, averaging about 100 
cars daily, with the eastern market re- 
sponding fairly well, but not alto- 

ther satisfactorily. The forward- 
4 will be heavier from now on. No 
more than the usual spring decay is 
reported. Further reports of damage 
from the last cold spell show that the 
joss is exceedingly light for oranges.

Wife Murderer Could net Flim-flam 
the Jury into Thinking Him Insane— 
Verdict Returned in a Few Minutes 
After Case Was Submitted. 


It took the jury about ten minutes to 
find George Hansler cullty of wife mur- 
der yesterday. The crime was fixed at 
murder in the first degree, but the jury 
provided that the penalty should be 
imp nment for life. 

Hansler seemed indifferent. He told 
the bailiff going back to court that he 
didn’t care. He said that he didn't 
know what he was doing whén he 
killed the woman, but he didn't seem 
to think it a matter of much conse- 
quence. 

Hansler's trial for the murder of the 
woman who was deceived into a con- 
tract marriage and left him when she 
learned the truth, came to an end at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The Ar- 
guments presented were unusually 
terse and to the point. Mr. Hunter 
spoke in the morning and Judge Morris 
and Dist.-Atty. Fredericks both fin- 
ished their speeches in the afternoon. 
The District-Attorney spoke only a 
very short time. 1 

Hansler behaved most curiously 
while these arguments were going on. 
It may have been a studied effect to 
make the jury believe him crazy. 

He held his black hat up before his 
face, and turned it around and around, 
examining every spot with the utmost 


Neare. All the time his head was jerk- 


ing and twisting. He kept this up all 
day long. 

Hansier's lawyers have tried his case 
without pay, out of courtesy to the 
court who appointed them. It is said 
that they have spent considerable sums 
of money out of their own pockets in 
working up the defense. 


LIVED IN GARBAGE PEN. 
KIDSON’S WIFE KICKED. 
Dave Kideon, a husky rancher, cried 
aloud yesterday to be rescued from a 
pestering woman. He appealed to Judge 
York to make her let him alone. He 
was pained because she objected to his 
keeping their children in a foul garb- 


age corral. 

It was another of these mixed-up 
matrimonial affairs with a woman and 
two husbands and a progeny scattered 
around. 

Kidson claims that his divorced wife 
hangs around his house and interferes 
with the children, which were awarded 
to him by the court; also that she tells 
the children that he is a good-for- 
nothing cur. 

The woman, on the other hand, 
claims that Kidson is keeping the chil- 
dren in a bunkhouse back of a livery 
stable, the bunkhouse opening on a 
corral, where garbage wagons are kept. 
The neighbors are prostitutes. 

The woman came up yesterday on 
citation before Judge York to show 
cause why she shouid not be ordered to 
let Kidson and the children alone. 

Kidson caught a Tartar. Before the 
proceeding was through, it was he 
who waa on trial. : 

Judge York called Kidson to the 
stand. Kidson was compelled to ad- 
mit that he keeps the four children in 
a shack in the_back of a San Pedro- 
street livery stable. On one side of 
the place, garbage wagons are kept: on 
another side is a livery stable: on a 
third side is a big fruit store, which is 
constantly throwing out offal: on the 
fourth side is a shanty inhabited by 
negro hostiers and lewd characters. 

Kidson also admitted that the chil- 
dren sleep in beds which have no sheets 
or pillow cases, and that he hase vio- 
lated the order of the Health Offlger to 
change the plumbing. 

Judge York said that under the cir- 
cumstances, it was quite natura] that 
the mother should want to hang around 
the place where her children were kept 
amid such surroundings. 

Kidson, seeing the court going 
against him, promised to take the chil- 
dren away from the shack. and con- 
sented to allow the mother to see them 
every Saturday afternoon. Kidson ac- 
knowledged that he was not obliged to 
keep the children in such circum- 
stances, as he makes $10 a day from a 
line of gravel wagons that he runs.

The reason which the Belgians give 
to the natives for

it they are paying a tax whioh the pa- 
ternal government has a perfect right 
to inflict im return for the “protec- 
tion’ which it affords them. But 
what enrages the native is that, in or- 
der to collect what the government 
considers a sufficient amount of rubber 
for the payment of each individual tax, 
he has to spend every bit of his time 
working as hard as he can at the 
business. 

From the first, any individual native 
or tribe of them who refused to collect 
rubber for the Belgians got into 
trouble. Says Burrows: “They have 
no option—rubber or bullets, ivory or

table result must be a reassembling of 
the Berlin convention by which the 
Congo State was given to Belgium and 
that country’s certain deprivation of 
its lucrative but ill-used property. 

Through«the courtesy of R. A. Ever- 
ett & Company the London publishers 
who are going to bring out this im- 
portant book, some of the facts can 
be made public for t first time, io- 
gether with photographs taken on the 
spot. Much of the material gathered 
by Mr. Burrows is, however, too hor- 
rible for print except in a semi-offi- 
cial volume. 

VIOLENCE BREEDS VIOLENCE. 

Capt. Burrows is a former British of- 
ficer, about 46 years old, and was orig- 
inally attached to the Seventh Fus 
lers He was recommended to the 
Congo government by Sir Henry M. 
Stanley, the explorer, to whom he was 
well known. In the Congo, Burrows 
was in charge of the Belgian govern- 
ments ‘business of gathering rub- 
ber—that is to say, making the na- 
tives supply it—in the Aruwimi dis- 
trict, a section northwest of the Congu 
River. 

Burrows was in absolute command 
in his district, and had slaves and na- 
tive soldiers under him. His business 
was te get rubber, and the English- 
man does not assert that his methods 
for obliging the blacks to produce it 
were more humane than those of com- 
mandants elsewhere. There were “atro- 
cities” in his district. He says that 
it is now impossible to carry on the 
rubber business in the Congo without 
an occasional tragedy. This fact he 
discovered after he reached the ecene 
of hie new duties, for which he set 
out under the impression that he would 
be able to get what he wanted done 
He found, however, 
that the Belgians, by 
natives, efslaving them and forcing 
them to work at the point of the plis- 
tol, had made the white mans rule 
hated so that it was impossible for 
a European to get anything done ex- 
For the ap- 


| parently heartless treatment of the 
biacks in Congoland at the pra- 
ent time this Englishman is much 


more disposed to blame the system ex- 
isting there than the men who are 
obliged to enforce it. 


OFFERED HUSH MONEY. 
Of course, this does not mean that 


Capt. Burrows excuses the instances 
ef horrible and useless brutality to- 
ward natives of which he tells in his 
book for the first time. There are suf- 
Yicient, and perhaps obvious, reasons 
why in this article the names of the 
Belgian officers by whom specific acts 
of inhumanity were practiced are 
omitted, but it will be noticed that 
in most instances the exact date and 
place of the affair are set down. 
The captain left the Congo Free 
State because of Iliness close upon 
the end of his six years’ contract. His 
book is now being published, not 
through malice, but that the world may 
know the truth of what is happen- 
ing in the Free State. And yet few 
of the Europeans who have been in 
the Belgian service have much rea- 
son for good will toward their former 
employers. There is a rather ugly tra- 
dition that, just as a foreign employé's 
term of service in Congoland is on the 
point of coming to a close, he ts Ha- 
ble to be transferred to o section of 
the country in which trouble is so rife 
that there is about one chance in a 
hundred of his getting out of it: For 
instance, of fourteen Americans” en- 
listed at Washington for Congo gerv- 
ice several years ago, only three are 
now alive. 
Perhaps it was Capt. Rurrows's - 
ness that saved him. At any rate, it 
may be remarked as an evidence of 
how dangerous the Beigian aut hoc 
ties considered him that, when Capt.

BASKETSFUL OF HANDS. 

Men, women and children are slaugh- 
tered ruthlessly. It used to be the 
custom for the leader of a “punitive” 
expedition to bring back to “‘civiliza- 
tion” the rigit hands of the recaici- 
trants—just as the Indians of the West 
brought. back those of their victims— 
but the many cases in which whole bas- 
Ketsful of hands were brought in have 
made so much stir, even in the outside 
world, that this practice exists no 
longer. instead, commanders are 
obliged to produce the shield and spear 
of each man killed, and one white stick 
for every woman and child slaughiered. 
And often, after a punitive expedition 
the bundles of little white sticks in 
particular are quite fat' 

When first the natives of the Congo 
were obliged to “gather rubber, it was 
not so difficult as it is today. Then the 
giant vines which have to be tapped for 
the sap that is drawn off into pails, 
were plentiful. But years of hacking 
at them nave dried up whole tracks of 
onee rich “rubber land” and now, the 
natives who collect the sap have to seek 
it far and wide. Sometimes bloody wars 
between tribes break out through one

“LA CHICOTTE.” 

The natives have to Bring in their 
ruber twice a month, A whole vi.

Then 
the whole tribe is drawn up in a con- 
venient open space, and the delivery of 
the rubber begins. Every native wears 
a brass tag with his number. There 
are full lists of the “hands” on the 
ledgers of the post, and as each na- 
ree his rubber he is “checkgd 


It stands a native well in hand to 
have his basket filled, for those * 
don't are flogged. This word. however, 
scarcely gives an idea of the  bar- 
barous performance. | The victims— 
men and women—are stretched on the 
ground before the eyes of all their 
companions, and whaled with a heavy. 
thick Whip, made of hippopotamus 
hide, and called by the Belgians la 
chicotte.” Generally the number of 
lashes is twenty-five, but sometimes 


fifty or a hundred blows are rained 
down on an unhappy wretch. Says 
Burrows: “I have seen men die as 


the result of thrashing, and seen blood 
drawn from women's backs.” 

After such “indolent” natives r 
been duly flogged as a lesson to a 


and an example to the rest, com- 
mences the wretched farce of re 
warding” those who had paid their 


full tax. Each one receives a little 
piece of brass wire, about six inches 
long. The joke of it is that the blacks 
dont want the wire—they don’t es. 
teem it as they micht cloth or bends 
or other geweaws—and they have to 
be forced to take ft. Burrows . 
mates that these bits of wire are 
worth at the most a cent each— 
whereas the market value of the rub- 


ber which each native brings in is 
about cents.

THOUSANDS SLAUGHTERED. 

Tt is in connection with this ry 
trade that all the atrocities take — 
which are carried out either at the or-

charge of affairs at the Congo State. 
The chiefs of tribes who refuse to 
gather rubber are captured and tor- | 
tured. Men, women and children, who | 
have committed comparatively trifling 
offenses, either are slaughtered or 
hideously maimed. Others are literally | 
worked to death. The only excuse | 
that can be given for such deeds as | 
those of which Capt. Burrows tells is 
the necessity, as the Englishman calls 
it} of ruling the blacks by absolute 
terror, and the often-repeated theory 
that Europeans in the tropics are in- 
flamed to acts of which they would | 
never dream in their own climate. 

However this may be, the fact re- 
mains that in Central Africa today men | 
and women with black skins are being 
slaughtered like animals in order that | 
Belgian potentates may get rich out of | 
the profits on rubber. Burrows says: | 
“One of the oldest agents in the con- | 
cession laughed heartily when 1 sug- 
gested that 10,000 natives must have 
been slaughtered under government 
rule. He declared that double that 
number would be nearer the mark.” | 

FRIGHTFUL BARBARITY 

Many of the cases of inhuman treat- 
ment of natives of which Capt. Bur- 
rows tells are so loathsome that they 
cannot be printed. But of the others, 
perhaps the punishment of 4 young na-

When 
she had been there nearly a day, a 
sergeant came to the copfmandant and 
told him that unless the’girl was given 
something to eat and drink she would 
die. The officer refused permission. 
Next day, however, the girl was taken 
down and carried to the native quar- 
ters, where she died almost immedi- 
ately. Soon after, a Belgian doctor 
who had arrived at the post, saw the 
girls body, and heard the story of her 
execution—but he thought it of not 
sufficient importance to @port.

Cases of such cruelty te women are 
One, who had 
a child with her, was captured in the 
bush, also near Uerre. The pair were 
brought into camp, and taken before 
the Belgian Commandant who was ac- 
companied by two officers and a r- 
grant. The terrorize] woman, whose 
child had been taken from her by a 
black soldier, fell on her Knees before 
the commandant, begging for mercy, 
when the black. who was holding the 
infant by the lee, at a sign from his 
officer disemboweled it and cut its 
throat before its mother’s eyes. After 
this, the woman was shot. 

A DEMONIAC INGENUITY. 
„An especially horrible punishment 
was meted out to two natives charged 
, with cannabalism by the com- 
mandant at Stanley Falls. A corpre 
had been discovered in the bush near 
the place where the two men were 
captured. The men were “wild” na- 
tives, who were captured in the bush. 
Near the place where they had been 
taken, the forpee of a friendly black 
was found, and, though there were no 
marks whatever on the body, the two 
strangers were accused instantly of 
being murderers and of having killed 
the man in order to eat him. So they 
were bound, and then the legs of the 
corpse were cut off and tied around 
their necks. This being done, the two 
men with their ghastly decorations 
were taken out where the sun was hot- 
est and forced*to remain there for 
two whole days, while the stench 
from the decomposing limbs ascended 
to their nostrils. The accompanying 
photographs of them with the limbs 
around their necks were taken by a 
Belgian officer. After having been 
taught this awful lessen, the two 
men, both of them in a state of col- 
lapse, were released. 

When the chief of a revolted tribe 
is captured, the ingenulty at devising 
new forms of torture is marvelous. At 
Luseum, on October 7, 1895, the gov- 
ernment troops were on the trail of 
such a tribe. All at once, four Hun- 
dred men, women and children from 
the enemy's ranks came into the Hel- 
Klan camp to place themselves under 
their protection, 

Of these, four chiefs and twenty-six 
men were murdered, two of the lead- 
ers being tortured in a fashion that 
seemed almost incredible. A cross pole 
was run along on three upright posts 


driven into the ground, after which / 
the two victims were suspended to 
the cross bar by cords attached ta 
their necks and feet, orders being 


given that they be left in this position. 
While this suspended, a Enropean 
doctor amused himself, the command- 


ant and the spectators by removing 
the scalps of the men, while his 
black servants sawed through their 


shin-bones and cut off their noses and 
ears. Other villanies practiced upon 
them cannot be printed. At the end 
of the day the two men, who were 
in a dying condition, were shot 
sae the head and flung into the 
un h. 


BAKED ALIVE. 

Near the Belgian post at Yambaya 
was encamped a native tribe whose 
members declined to have anything 
whatever to do with the rubber busi- 
ness. Bo a Belgian commander with a 
strong force set out up e river re- 
solved to bully the chief of the tribe | 
into subjection. When they arrived at | 
the encampment, however, the chief 
refused to accept an invitation to come 
on board for a pow-wow, until told by 
the Belgian commander that his (the 
chief's) bloed brother was with them. 
Then he rather doubtfully came over 
the side, to be instantly captured. 
Nude as he was, except for his breech- 
cloth, the unfortunate man was placed 
on the metal-plated roof of the steamer 
and chained to the smokestack—the 
Belgian commahder holding a revolver 
to his head during the operation. Then 
the steamer’s head was turned down | 
the river again. During the trip back | 
to Basako, which lasted all day long, 
the black man, guarded by two native | 
soldiers, was left there bound to the | 
stack, and when, at the end of the 
journey, he was freed, his face and the | 
greater part of his body was baked by 
contact with the hot ron. He died in 
great agony two days later. 


It was soon after this occurrence that | 
another Belgian officer had fun by | 
shooting holes through the ears of na- 
tives with his revolver. At another 
post in theesame district there was * 
little black child—hardly more than an 
mfant- Who made a little trouble one 
night. Near by roared some particu- 
larly nasty rapids, and the Belgian 
commander ordered that the child 
should be thrown into them.

In rare cases, the 
officer by whom outrages are perpe- 
trated is punished, but even then the 
punishment is such only in name. Says 
the Englishman: “If the culprit hap- 
pens to be a Belgian officer, he is

The better grade of book-keepers oc- 
casionally attain well-paid positions of 
trust in banks or other corporations, 
and receive good and permanent sal- 
aries. 

The boy of good habits, whois quick 
at figures, of sound memory, and who 
is methodically correct, wilh make a 
good book-keeper, and it may be well 
for him to turn in this direction, pro- 
vided he is not more than ordinarily 
ambitious, and does not possess the 
energy and ability for more aggressive 
work. a 

Book- keeping. then, is a good thing 
and a bad thing good for the boy or 
man fitted for it, and who is appar- 
ently not adapted for anything else; 
and it is a very bad thing for those 
who are capable of mecting the world, 
of succesefully struggling against on- 
position and competition, and who are 
able to aggressively handle responsi- 
bility. 
book-keeping has its place, because a 
knowledge of the fundamentals of 
book-keeping is of advwentage to any 
business man, but book-keeping as a 
rule does not lift one above itself. The 
book-keeper generally remains a book- 
keeper, and his chances of advance- 
ment are considerabiy less than the 
opportunities afforded those in the 
more active sides of business; but the 
book-keeper worries less, meets with 
lees obstacies, and probably leads a 
more contented life than those who 
choose more aggressive callings.
